No safety expedients 
that may be adopted should be permitted to postpone this ulti- 
mate step in behalf of public safety. 
_ But experience has shown that the use of the safety gates 
must be continuously enforced. It will be of little use te put 
these gater jp order and then lapse into indifference as to their 
continuous use. And street car crews and others attempting 
to cross tracks must be controlled, so that they may be pre- 
vented irom taking chances that may lead to further disasters. 
Conductors and motormen must be taught that they cannot 

ith impunity break safety gates or try to race across in 
a of trains. 

In order to insure this degree of safety, while the crossings 
are permitted to exist, every crossing of a street and steam 
failway should be policed. The police force is employed to look 

r the public safety, and nowhere can they be of greater use 


Abolish the grade crossings. But until this can be done, 
take them as safe as human ingenuity can devise. 

The record-breaking rush of St. Louis taxpayers on Sept. 1 
may be an indication that the public has acquired some con- 
fidence in boodle prosecutions and hope for more.

Matrimonial bargain.

Statistical speculations like these are for the most part 
futile. The.old notion once epidemic that moral causes could 
be enlculated by actuaries and exact sciences built out of 
census returns has lost much of its persuasiveness. , 

specially are such calculations untrustworthy in a transi. 
tion stage when moral frontiers tend to become confused and 
sow’times obliterated. Moral evils are due to the infirmities 
of human nature; a truism which is especially manifest in those 
periods, like the present, when human nature is trying to adapt 
itseli to a new set of gocial conditions. Statistics collected at 
such a time advertise the uncertainty. They afford no clew to 
the underlying causes. 

Finally statistics deal in quantity exclusively. They throw 
no light on quality. But the capital differences among men 
are qualitative. The distinction is much like that which oc- 
cupied the mind of Paul, between flesh and spirit. Statistics 
of divorce probably include all facts except those which rre

THE ISSUES IN NEW. YORK, 


The coming convention of thé Democracy of New York will be confronted by @ 
double duty. Patriotism and party fealty alike urge the selection of such candidates 
and the utterance of such a platform as Shall aid in the national campaign. But 
there gre also state issues of such moment as have arisen for diseussion and decision. 


Not since the days of the famous “Black Horse Cavalry,’”’ twenty years ago, has 
the personnel of the legislature sunk to So low a level as in the past two sessions. 
The shameless eagerness of a majority in both houses to do the bidding of lobby- 
ists and corruptionists has known no restraint save their fear of the power of the 
press. The time is ripe for a change. The way to effect that change is to put be- 
fcre the district nominating conventions an example for imitation by naming state 
candidates who not only command public confidence by their flawless rectitude, but 
who will inspire enthusiasm by their ctility and their earnestness. 

The need of such names, and in particular the public need of a candidate for gov- 

ernor who shall be a real leader of his party in the state, is emphasized by the pend- 
ing improvement of the canal system—ua Project so vast that its fulfillment, well or 
ill, will center upon the Empire State the attention of the whole world for its credit or 
its shame. and so vital that no other publie enterprise that can be named could have 
such an effect upon its future. The geographical distribution of Republican counties 
in New York is such as to justify the epprehension that Republican state officials 
might be, as they have been. no more than lukewarm in carrying out the canal 
policy demanding at the polls by an overwheiming majority of the people.

He is known as a conservative business 
man, and the story that he had fallen 
into the hands of brigands who demanded 
ransom from his wife at Portale, N. M., 
was not doubted. He was forced by the 
bandits to write to his wife and to sign 
the name of George Reese. He said: 

“I was captured Aug. 6 by four men, 
and they robbed me of everything I had.

They immediately carried me to 
the mountains, and 1 was made to walk 
every day, and was fed very little. At 
night I was tied with ropes. 
“On pain of instant death the bandits 
made me write the letter to my wife de- 
manding ransom, compeélied me to sign tne 
name of George Reese, arid made me mis- 
spell the name. The letter was mailed 
Lom the town of Oputa. 

“They changea prsi.vas every’ day and 
marched me through the mountains until 
the night of Aug. 3, when I made my 
escape.

“For four days I wandered through the 
mountains in search of a road, living on 
berries, seeds, rabbits and young birds, and 
finally reached a railroad at a distance of 
60 miles from where I started.

ex., where I borrowed money on which 
to come to Portales.’’
